New Surtaxes 


"Income tax yields in recent 


years have been boosted by the ad- 
dition of new surtaxes, taxes over 
and above the tegular normal tax, 
rather than by large increases in 
taxable incomes," the alliance stat- 
ed. 


"While total 1937 collections were 


higher than any year since 1930 and 
fourth highest in the history of 
Wisconsin, regular normal income 
tax collections were considerably 
less than normal collections in the 
peak year 1930. Surtax collections, 
however, were considerably higher 
than" in 1930. Normal income tax 
collections in 1937 were $6,300,000 
less than in 1930 while surtax col-

The committee said it realized 


that "group hospitalization is not a 
panacea for the many social prob- 
lems which are involved in the de- 
livery of adequate medical care to 
the public, but it believes that an 
adequate system for the budgeting 
of hospital expenses should be of 
real value to the public." 


The recommendations included a 


basic plan of minimum rates and 
minimum benefits, with 21 days of 
hospital care for subscribers and 
dependents, and limited X-ray ?nd 
pathological services. Rates other 
than per capita would be $1 per 
subscriber with one dependent, ind 
$1.35 per subscriber with all de- 
pendents of his family. 


"On the average, each person in 


Wisconsin is hospitalized at least 
once in 10 years, and the average 
bill is $52," the report said. 


Another special committee recom-

But an interna- 
tional crisis is a much more baff- 
ling problem. It cannot yield to the 
action of one man in the 
White 


House because circumstances be- 
yond the control of anybody on this 
side of the water are shaping events 
abroad. 


Watches Developments 


The president naturally keeps in 


touch, wherever he is. with the de- 
velopments abroad. At the bedside 
of his son James, the president has 
every facility for contact with the 
department of state and the am- 
bassadors in Europe. The public 
generally will wish for an early re- 
covery of the president's eldest son. 
As a helpmate to his father, he has 
proved of real value. 


As a matter of fact, Jimmy Roo- 


sevelt is the type of secretary for a 
president who combines alertness 
with energy and loyalty. He is said 
to have political ambitions with re- 
spect to public office in his home 
state of Massachusetts, and for that 
reason his training at the White 
House in seeing the wheels of gov- 
ernment going round from the in- 
side will prove invaluable to him. 


'•Mr. Roosevelt has never been able 
to replace Louis Howe, who was his 
secretary for many years. Mr. Howe 
brought a particular kind of politi- 
cal sagacity to Mr. Roosevelt's aid, 
something which in time Jimmy 
Roosevelt may supply. But he does 
not have the background 
which 


Louis Howe possessed. Given a few 
years more of experience, however, 
in national affairs he will prove a 
real adviser on political trends. 


All Eyes On Europe 


The president is away from Wash- 


ington at a time when all eyes are 
turned on the foreign situation. His 
presence here could add but little to 
the determination of American for- 
eign policy if the European im- 
broglio should take a turn for the 
worse. Mr. Roosevelt issued the oth- 
er day a denial of various interpre- 
tations which had "been placed on 
recent speeches, statements and ut- 
terances from Washington on world 
affairs. He does not want the Euro- 
pean governments to believe that 
any commitment has been made in 
any direction. 
He prefers that 


America maintain a free hand and 
that nobody shall be able to say that 
on the strength of this or that as- 
surance from the United States a 
particular course of action was fol- 
lowed. 


Individual writers may say that 


the moral support of the United 
States is with Britain and France 
and Czechoslovakia, but they do so 
on their own responsibility 
and 


with a vivid recollection of what the 
American sense of justice has been 
in the past whenever the issue has 
arisen between freedom and despo- 
tism. But, officially. America is neu- 
tral and will remain so as long as 
possible. It will need no further em-

major party might be expected to be 


. elected in this district for congress. The 
last election indicated all too clearly that

Mr. Schneider, unopposed for the Pro-

Neither had any earthly reason for hurting 
him. The removal of a public officer by 
a governor is nevertheless a judicial duty 
that must be faced firmly for there can 
be no decent government when public 
officials make so light of their duties. 


Mr. Giese, of course, has a right to seek 


what is called vindication at the polls. He 
did. But he was not vindicated. In fact 
he sought vindication twice and on both 
occasions the people of Outagamie county 
declined to over-rule Governor Kohler 
but in effect declared their approval of 
the removal because they, of course, had 
followed the evidence of about 50 wit- 
nesses who appeared and whose testimony 
was published. 


Under the circumstances it is rather

THE POWER OF PROPAGANDA 
Germany's official indignation over the 


"mistreatment" of Sudetens is so patently 
artificial that it does not delude anyone 
other than those ruled by Hitler. 


No regime which has dealt in whole- 


sale murder and bloody purges, and which 
maintains conscription camps in which the 
lash is used freely even upon native citi- 
zens, has enough compassion to be stirred 
to righteous wrath when some official 
happens to be struck by a policeman's 
whip during a mob riot. 


The incident concerning the Sudeten 


deputy was, of course, merely an excuse 
which Hitler seized upon for exploitation 
through his menial press 
and 
radio. 


Whether the rest of the world believes him 
is not nearly so important as the necessity 
of arousing the German people to a view- 
point where they will accept war as Ger- 
many's only honorable choice. 


No better demonstration of the opera- 


tions of propaganda machinery has "ever 
been given than is now displayed in Hit- 
ler's efforts to prepare Germans for war. 
As the beneficiaries of a free press, free 
speech and free radio, Americans may find 
it difficult to understand how the German 
people can be led so far from the truth. 
But we need to remember that the prin- 
ciples which we lake for' granted and 
which operate for our protection every 
day have been destroyed in Germany. 
There is no free speech, no free press, no 
free radio in Germany. 
The German 


people read and hear only what Hitler 
wants them to read and hear. The nazi 
press comes out with flaring stories about 
indignations and attacks in which the Su- 
detens are portrayed as the innocent vic- 
tims of brutes. More of the same pours 
from the radio, and nazi speakers spout 
similarly inciting bunk in public places. 


Not only are the German people una- 


ware of the truth, but they are made to 
believe, through constant repetition in 
print, over the air and from the speaking 
platform, absolute falsehoods about condi- 
tions in Sudeten and, for that matter, 
everywhere in the world. 


That is the menace of Hitler's propa- 


ganda technique. If the German people 
become aroused to war pitch they will be 
acting in the sincere belief that by going 
to war they are performing a noble ser- 
vice for the Sudetens. 


We may well give careful thought to 


this demonstration of mass hoodwinking. 
It is the. inevitable result of dictator con- 
trol of the mediums of information such 
as the press and radio. 
When public 


print and the radio can present only 
propaganda, the main sources of public 
enlightenment have become poisoned, and 
then, of course, it is easy for a dictator 
to poison the public mind. 


The German people are intelligent 


enough to know right from wrong. But 
they do not know that a wrong is being 
committed because the facts are withheld 
from them. Intelligent as we assume we 
are in this country, we would be in exact- 
ly the same position if we permitted prop- 
aganda control of our sources of infor- 
mation.

Still abed, 
we hear it; and we say it is only the milkman. 
The sound is toft, unobtrusive—a tiny sound in 
a world of rattle and bang and racket. 


Would you think that so little a noise could 


melt a heart and soften a soul? If you would, 
then you arc a poet and can know great beauty, 
and can count yourself blessed.

The play was "Our Town." Thornton Wilder's 


Pulitzer Prize dramatization of the life of vil- 
lage folk. It has no scenery. It is played against 
the background of an unadorned stage. It has 
no elaborate "properties" to add lustre to its 
tragic story. 


The milkman appears. He chats a moment 


with the housewife. He exists. It is homely and 
it is commonplace. He carries no tray of milk 
bottles. He merely pretends to carry one. When 
he leaves a bottle of milk with the lady of the 
house, it is an imaginary bottle of milk. It is 
sheerest make-believe. 


He goes out, swinging his imaginary tray. 


That is all. Offstage someone clinks two bottles 
together, softly. Such a primitive bit of stage- 
craft, isn't it? Yet- 


When you hear the sound it does something 


to your soul! 


I know. I have felt it. I have seen it written 


in the faces of many others—of blase Broad- 
waywards who you would have sworn have 
long since forgotten simplicity. 


It did something to the soul of John' Mason 


Brown, well known critic and student of the 
theater. It did something to S. Gregory Taylor, 
owner of the St. Moritz hotel. 


The critic said: "When I heard the clink of 


those milk bottles, it wasn't a sound in a Broad- 
way theater. It was milk bottles clinking back 
home in Kentucky! I do not know why it 
should be. I only know it is so." 


S. Gregory Taylor was born in Greece. Some- 


how" we can't imagine milkmen in any other 
country but America. But S. Gregory Taylor, 
a businessman and hard-headed practicalist, 
went to see "Our Town." He saw the milkman 
and the imaginary bottles; and he heard the 
soft, offstage clink of bottles; and afterwards he 
said: 


"Something happened to me, as though the 


touching together of the glass was a switch that 
suddenly sent the memories of my youth surg- 
ing afresh into a world-hardened heart. It was- 
n't bottles clinking in a Broadway show. It was 
bottles in a milkman's tray in Greece."

I tell you this because I think it is something 


real and vital. I set it down because it is a high 
compliment to many people—to Thornton Wild- 
er, bringing human poetry to a none-too-soul- 
ful street; to Jed Harris, the producer, poet 
enough to know that such a little sound, mere 
glass against glass, could unlock a Memory 
Door; to a critic, a businessman and to all sorts 
of others who may be proud to find that under- 
neath the deep moss of disillusionment and cyn- 
icism they still have hearts that beat in tune to 
their yesterdays. 


Two bottles clinking together. That is all. Of 


such a simple thing is genius.

Washington — Initiation of tht 


Civilian Conservation Corpa pro- 
gram has provided the nation with 
a brand new and extremely useful 
force for saving life and property 
in emergencies, such as floods, for- 
est fires, hurricanes, severe stormf 
and accidents. 


Activities of this character, with 


the exception of forest fire fighting, 
were not included in ttfe original 
program of work activities for the 
corps. However, the wide distribu- 
tion of the CCC camps and the fa- 
cility with which enrollee units 
could be mobilized for quick action 
made it inevitable that the CCC 
would be called upon for aid when- 
ever communities adjacen.t to CCC 
camps urgently needed outside help 
in emergencies. 


This CCC land life saving service 


has steadily increased in impor- 
tance since the corps was estab- 
lished in the spring of 1933 for the 
advancement of conservation and 
the improvement of youth. Today, 
in addition to conducting its nor- 
mal youth training and conserva- 
tion program, the corps each year 
answers thousands of emergency 
calls, saves millions of dollars 
worth of property and averts the 
loss of many lives. 


The Modern Minute Men 


In a word, the corps, thanks to 


the wide distribution of its 1,500 
camps, its well-trained organiza- 
tion, its strategically located sup- 
plies of foodstuffs, 
clothing and 


working tools and its will to serve, 
has become a highly important cog 
in the nation's emergency relief 
and rehabilitation machinery. 


Indicative of the importance of 


the humanitarian activities of the 
corps are official figures disclosing 
that to date enrollees have expend- 
ed more than 5,000,000 man-days on 
emergency activities such as floods, 
hurricanes, forest fires or accidents, 
Each year the 300,000 men of the 
corps spent more than a million 
man-days combatting floods and 
forest fires, conducting rescue, re- 
lief and rehabilitation work, search- 
ing for lost children, rescuing per- 
sons from drowning and answer- 
ing other calls for aid. 


The corps rendered valiant ser- 


vice during and after the Mississip- 
pi and Louisiana tornadoes in 1935; 
the severe eastern floods in 1935 
and 1936; the Mississippi-Ohio riv- 
er valley floods of 1937. the New 
London, Texas, school explosion in 
1937 and the wreck of the Hinden- 
burg the same year. Led by re- 
serve officers and members of the 
camp supervisory- 
forces, enrol- 


lees have performed heroic service 
in saving motorists, ranchers and 
livestock caught by snow storms in 
the west.

DONT CLUTTER UP THE

But 
I'd see to it that the emergency 
kit always included'a good emetic 
The emetic later—after all, an em- 
etic is generally a last resort.

Carotene Is Lacking 


Although the green color of cured 


roughages usually is an indicator 
of carotene content, scientists of 
the federal bureau of dairy Indus- 
try have found an exception to the 
rule in silage, according to informa- 
tion received by R. C. Swanson, 
county agricultural agent. 


Carotene is a yellow pigment of 


plants from which vitamin A is 
formed in the animal body. The 
green color may be greatly reduced 
in the fermentation process without 
losing an appreciable amount of 
carotene so long as the fresh green 
feed is packed tightly enough in 
the silo to force out "and keep out 
air. 


-Vitamin A is one of the "musts" 


of a dairy ration, say the scientists, 
because it is a factor in controlling 
growth of young animals and in- 
fluences resistance to infection in 
animals of all sizes. It is one ele- 
ment of the ration, however, that 
is likely to be deficient, especially 
in dry years when green feed is 
scarce.

The problem of when pullels 


should be housed — a timely one 
with the approach of fall — is the 
subject of a report issued to farm- 
ers by J. B. Hayes, extension poul- 
tryman at the college of agricul- 
ture, University of Wisconsin, and

agent. 


Pullets should be housed as soon 


as they are developed and ready to 
go into production, Hayes says. A 
flock should be accustomed to as 
many changes as possible before 
moving, however. 
For instance, a 


raiser should change to a laying 
mash while the pullets are still on 
range; if the range mash feeders 
are a different type than those used 
in the laying house, a couple range 
feeders should be moved in with the 
pullets. A change in feeders will 
often reduce mash consumption. 
Pullets should be kept housed con- 
stantly when placed in the laying 
house. 


When the birds are moved from 


a colony house to the laying house, 
it is best to keep the windows open 
and the house well ventilated until 
late in the fall. 


"If the birds must be wormed— 


worm them when moving in," says 
Hayes. "Before worming be sure 
of two things—first, that they need 
a worm treatment and, second, that 
you know the kind of worm for 
which treatment is given." 


Most county poultrymen find it 


advisable to carry over good hers 
in place of poor pullets. They se- 
lect the best pullets and then fill in 
the house -with the best of the hens.

United States Farm Exports Rise, 


Imports Fall, Federal Bureau Says 


For more than a year, farm 'prod- 


ucts exports from the United States 
have been rising and imports fall- 
ing, according to a bulletin from 
the'federal bureau of economics re- 
ceived by R. C. Swanson, county 
agricultural agent. 


The bureau reports that, in the 


12 months ended June 30. the value 
of farm products exports from the 
United States increased 158 million 
dollars or 22 per cent over the 
value of farm products exports in 
the previous 12 months. The value 
of imports of commodities, which 
compete with farm products pro- 
duced in this country, decreased 32 
per cent. 


These changes in foreign trade in 


agricultural products are attributed 
to two factors — abundant har- 
vests last year and the drop in in- 
dustrial activity in this country. In- 
creased supplies after the years of 
drought shortage meant less need 
for goods produced outside the Uni- 
ted States and more products avail- 
able for shipment abroad. The de- 
cline in industrial activity refiuccd 
consumer incomes and consumer 
buying power and meant lessened 
demand from workers.and from 


factories for imported as well as 
domestic raw materials. 


The value of United States ex- 


ports of farm commodities during 
the fiscal year 1937-38 was the larg- 
cst in 7 years.

brittle. According to a prominent 
authority this theory is not to be 
embraced: "The component parts 
that make up the nail arc identical 
with the outer layer of the skin, 
only the outer horny layer, which 
in no way contacts 
the 
blood 


stream. 
• "There 
are 
many reasons for 


splitting nails. One may be physi- 
cal disorder. Many diseases, fevers, 
etc.. show their outward manifes- 
tations in the condition of the nail. 
This would take time to become 
evident because the part of the 
nail that would be affected at the 
time of illness would be the nail 
bed or matrix. And 
the nail 


grows very slowly. 
' "The splitting may also be due 
to deficiency in diet. Most people 
have trouble with splitting nails 
during the latter part of the win- 
ter when body resistance is low 
and there is a lack of calcium. 
Splitting nails are less prevalent 
during the summer months." 


Careful Treatment Urged 


Of course, one might accidental- 


. ly bruise the tip of one's nail in 


handling an object. Then the nail 
is 'likely to split and should be 
filed off with an emery board— 
.not a steel file, and allowed to 
grow back. Harsh treatment and 
rough, unclean manicuring instru- 
ments should be avoided if you 
want your nails to be lovely in 


• shape and tough. 
Injury caused 


around the nail base will not show 
up for months, so always use an 
orange stick to loosen the cuticle 
—never the sharp tip of a file or 
a steel implement. 


The free edge of the nail J«; a 


breeding place for germs and a 
good nail brush is indispensable 
in keeping the nails clean. Deep 
filing in the corners is also to be 
avoided. 
Let the nail grow out 


at the sides to give more support 
to the tip. It may take a little 
time—a month or two—but you 
will have a prettier nail for your 
patience.

T. M. Gilbert Traces Development 


Of Paper Industry for Lions Club 


Menasha— The development o 


the paper industry was traced bj 
T. M. Gilbert, secretary and trea 
surer of the Gilbert Paper company 
for the Menasha Lions club at its 
Monday noon luncheon meeting a1 
Hotel Menasha. 


The earliest documentary refer' 


ence to paper manufacture, accord' 
ing to recent information, 
tells 


about the Chinese manufacture o 
paper of mulberry bark and rag 
fibres in 3 A. D. An English arche 
ologist discovered a roll of papyrus 
30 feet long in an Egyptian tomb 
Mr. Gilbert pointed out. suggesting 
that perhaps the Egyptians had pa 
per making machines. 


Many developments in the paper 


industry have been the result of ac 
cidents. Mr. Gilbert stated. Blotting 
paper first came into use when a 
Scotch manufacturer had some pa- 
per rejected because it had not been 
sized. 
Rather than waste it. the 


manufacturer attempted to use i 
himself and discovered its blotting 
properties. 


The cockle finish, originally de- 


veloped by the Gilbert company, al- 
so was partly the result of an acci- 
dent. The paper was shipped out be- 
fore the various processes had been 
completed. At that time smooth pa- 
pers were in demand for hand writ- 
ing and typewriters were first com- 
ing into use. The jobber complainec 
when he received the paper but was 
told to attempt to sell it. He hesitat- 
ed to*show it to a customer but the 
cusomer raved abou the new finish 
customer raved about the new fin- 
ish. The salesman had enough pres 
ence of mind to raise the price two 
cents a pound. 
State Is Leader 


Turning to paper manufacture in 


Wisconsin. Mr. Gilbert declared that 
the state is first in the value of pa- 
per products sold and second in 
volume in the United States. Orig- 
inally the center of paper produc- 
tion was in the East but most of 
the developments have come from 
the West as the result of stiff com' 
petition. The old belief was that the 
West could not produce good paper 
and it took quality to dispel that 
idea. 
It was nol Ihe water power which 


led to the location of paper mills in 
the Fox river valley but rather the 
abundance of good water on 
the 


alkaline side which is necessary in 
the manufacture of paper. Old flour 
mills were first transformed 
into 


paper manufacturing plants. 


The Gilbert company, established 


50 years ago. is one of the oldest in 
a continuous line of succession. It 
was founded by William Gilbert af- 
ter he and George A. 
Whiting 


fouders of the Gilbert and Whiting 
plant, had disagreed. Construction 
of the first plant was haphazard. 
The plant was designed to be run 
>y water power but there was not 
efficient water. A turbine was in- 
stalled but that also failed. After 
many delays a large turbine was se- 
cured from the East and produc- 
ion started. 
First With Air Drier 


The firm, which now produces 


he largest volume of rag content 
bond paper, started combining rags 
and sulphite 50 years ago. Eastern 
irms ridiculed the idea but the Gil- 
bert company found a ready market 
vhen it was able to market its pro- 
duct at a lower price. 
j 
The Gilbert company also was the 
irst to install an air-drier and to 
use new rags only in production of 
-crtain papers. Not until this year 
iid the last competing paper mill 
nstall an air-drier machine. 
The 


irst laboratory to guide production 
t paper also was established by the 
Gilbert company, the speaker dc- 
larcd. As .other progressive steps 
avc been made, the mill has been 
ncreased in size. The stiff compcti- 
on in the west has had much to do 
nth the increase in quality and 
quanlitv production, according 5o 
Gilbert. 
• 


Referring to the human jidc of 


paper production. Mr. Gilbert stat- 
ed that the company has a program 
of security, life insurance, pension 
at the age of 70, death benefit and 
safety for the workers. The security 
program of the 
company 
offers 


twice the benefits of the 
United 


States program at about one-fifth 
of the cost, he declared. 
Only 14 


common laborers are employed at 
the plant. Wages paid are higher 
than the union scales demanded in 
the East. The class of workers in the 
West is better too. he stated, for in 
the East many are first run immi- 
grants and often are unable 
to 


speak English. 


Glancing ahead. Mr. Gilbert de- 


clared that the future for rag con- 
tent paper manufacturers is not as 
bright. During the last 10 years the 
manufacturers have lost 10 per cent 
each year of the total volume of 
business. High taxes and costs of 
production have caused business- 
men to substitute lower quality pa- 
pers in an effort to reduce costs. 
As far as the Gilbert plant is con- 
cerned, Mr. Gilbert referred to it as 
a model plant. He feared that many 
plants might have to go out of pro- 
duction. "None in America can 
touch the Gilbert plant for "quality 
and I think that we'll manage to 
stick on for another 50 years."

U— AVALANCHES 


- ' Switzerland contains more square 
." miles than Holland, but has only 
""half as many people. The differ- 


ence Is due mainly to one thing — 
Holland has lowlands and Switrcr- 


- land has highlands. Lowlands with 
"rich soil can supply food for more 
people than highlands. 


-' It would be a mistake, however 
- to think of Switzerland as just a 


mass of mountains. The country 


~ contains tall and beautiful moun- 
- . tains, but there are rich valleys 


and high plains as well. 


•-• 
Mountain climbing is a famous 
' sport in Switzerland, and tourists 


-- sometimes go up the peaks. If a

- but more than one tourist has 


fallen to his doom. 


Avalanches take place in 
the 


Swiss Alps from time to time. A 
great mass of snow or ice. or rock 
and soil, breaks 
loose from its 


place on a mountain side and slides 
J downward. Here, in shortened form 


is the way a British scientist John 
Tyndall, told of an avalanche he 


- 
watched. 


"A deep roar, and then we saw 


a rock from near the summit of 
the peak, plunging down and' rais- 
ing a cloud of dust at each bump 
against the mountain. A hundrec 


- other rocks were quickly in mo- 


tion. along with a vast number of 
smaller stones. 
Dust was shaken 


into the air, forming a great cloud 


"The clatter of this devil's cav- 


alry was stunning 
Black masses 


of rock came out of the cloud here 


" and there, and sped through the 


air like flying fiends. They whiz- 
zed in their flight as if on wings. 
At last they all came to rest at 
the bottom of the mountain." 


That avalanche, like most others, 


did no harm to any human being, 
but there have been times when 
people have suffered. In one case. 
eight Italian workmen were just

border from 


. ~ Switzerland to Italy when they were 
. . buried by a mass of stones. Fron- 


tier guards ran to rescue them, but

In a far worse avalanche, it was

stables. One hundred and fourteen 
people in the village lost their lives.

She 
was not hurt, but a younger child
